Whe- 
ther or not their Inbours are des- 
tined to be of permanent value to 
the Colony is 2 matter which, ob- 
viously, it is much too carly to 
discuss, Nor ia it as impoitant

prety atl least, and at Jast, an expert 
irdependent view on whether this 
Colony enn safely adopt a gold 
standard: an opinion which will 
be free of the bias which. we are 
afraid, has contributed  prepon- 
derantly to the'stabilisation ‘con- 
troveray which has been raging. 
on and off, for more than twelve 
months. And there is room for 
hopefulness. There is ground for 
the belief that a definite attempt 
is to he mnde to solve the Honx- 
kong currency problem in such a 
way that the Colony will no longer 
he at the merey of the fluctuationa 
of the silver market. That, we 
believe, {8 the interpretation to 
he placed upon. Mr. Ezeehiel’s 
speech at Kuala Lumpur, in which 
he stressed that the most desir- 
ahle character of a currency must 
at of] times be its stability. Unless 
silver itself is stabilised there can 
be. no stability for Hongkong’s. 
currency. The only alternative is 
a gold basis. The change-over, 
everyone realises, offers sorious 
difficulties, but these | complica- 
tions should not be.allowed to in- 
terfere with the working out of a 
solution which will prevent 2 re- 
currence ‘of the debacle of the 
past two years. 

When the Mission settles down 


‘| to the collection of data, the lists 


will bé opened foF n full tilt, The 
anti-atubilisntionista will, doubt- 
less, present a strong front, being 


| far better organised than the op- 


position. Nevertheless, it Is to be 
hoped that the advocates of ao gold 
‘basis will not be so backward in 
voicing their opinions as they were 
when our own Currency Committee 
sat Inst year. Sineo then, for- 
tunately, tho issues have become 
-elearer and fower, The complica- 
tions attached to the premium of 
‘paper currency have disappeared. 
Tho offoct of tho slump has been 
fully felt by every Jocal interest, 
and many individuals and firms 
propared to legd their support to 
‘the views of tho Currency Com- 
mittee in tho summer of 1980 find 
reason to tako the other side 


at this juncture. Incidentally, 
wo supposo that Mr. - Clegg 
and hia colleagues will he guided 
to some extent by the report of 
that Committee, and, though prob- 
ably it hng already beon noted, wo 
would draw attention to the 
curious attitude adopted regard- 
ing stabilisation. The Committco 
disapprovoa ‘any steps until China’ 
abandons silver, the only justifien- 
tion, they admit, being a gco- 
graphicnl link. It is then stated 
that stnbilisntion could not be of- 
fected nt an arbitrary figure, but 
would have to be determined by 
the valuo of silver at the time tho 
change is made. The price, it Is 
ndded, would undoubtedly be 
much lower than the exchange 
value of our currency at the time 
the decision to-stabilise was taken. 
Yet it ts recommended that we 
walt for China to throw her enor- 
mous atocks of the white metal 
upon the market before we add 
our. quota! We feel sure thnt the 
Currency Mission can suggest 
something ‘more comforting than 
this. , 

In point of fact, for the pur- 
poses of the investigation on which 
the Mission ombarking, the 
Report of the Currency Committee, 
as distinct perhaps from the an- 
nexures, may be scrapped. It has 
already Jed Mr, Ezechiel sstray. 
At Kuala Lumpur he referred to 
the note premium as still existing:

Unemployed and Employed. 

There is one fact about the un- 
employed situation at Home which 
is apt to be overlooked, namely, 
that although there are now many 
more idle people thun ever record- 
ed before, the number in employ- 
ment to-day in some parts of the 
United Kingdom is far more 
than for a great number of years. 
Indeed, if we take the whole of 
Great Britain, we shall find ‘that 
until quite recently there: wero 
more people in jobs than at any 
time since 1923. Statistica issied 
by the Ministry of Labour disclose 
that the number of insured people 
in employment, with June 1923 
taken as the 100-mark, was 106.1 
for 1930, ulthough it fell con- 
siderably by December last, but 
was still above, the 1923 figure. 
Even so relatively recent as 1929, 
the figure was 110.5. In Wales 
and the Northern. parts of Eng- 
land, the situation is’ admittedly 
bail, those in work being even less 
than in 1923, but if 4ve look at the 
South of England, the position is 
Infinitely better, Still taking 
1923 at 100, we find that in June 
Jast the figure for London was 119, 
which is only a fraction below the 
1929 return, this latter being the 
highest for the past eight years.

South-West -it was 117.9, in both

APPEAL COURT AGAINST

FRENCH EQUATORIAL 
AFRICA. 


BIG PORT ‘DEVELOPMENT 
SCHEME. 


In May, 1921, the Governor of 
French Equatorial Africa decid- 
ed to urge upon the Colonial 
Minister that the ontiro effort to 
provide that territory with a port 
should bo concentrated upon 
Pointe Noire which should be 
equtnnee on:thoroughly up-to-date 
dines, ’ 


In 1926, a beginning waa mado 
with the laying out of the har- 
bour: the bullding of-a wharf was 
put in hand, and by 1929 the work 
war completed. - 


The actual construction took up 
1,600 cubic metres of cement con- 
crete, 4,000 incur metres of stone, 
and 300 cubic metres of lime con- 
crete. The equipment comprises 
a pipe for drinking water, con- 
neeted with the town main, anid 
having a capacity of 2,000 cubic 
metres per 24 hours:—2 branch- 
lines Hnked up with the Congo- 
Ocean Railway; 8 three-ton travel- 
Ing cranes, mounted on rails 4 
mttrea apart, and two stationary 
cranes, of 10 and 20 tons respec- 
tively. 


Aa may be supposed, a great 
deal romnins to be done in order 
to complete the projected scheme. 

The general scheme comprises 
in the first place a breakwater, 1- 
790 metres long, 800 metres of 
which will beat off the direct as- 
Sault of the waves, while 900 
metres will enaure the protection 
of the harbour works. 


Inside .the breakwater, there 
will be a harbour, covering a shel- 
tered area of about 225 acras. 
The channel available for ships of 
a draught exceeding 10 metres 
under full loud will be at Jeast 169 
metres wide. 


“The deep water harbour — will 
comprise 1 pier, 190 metres Jong; 
nw yraving: dock, 100 metres wide, 
with n mooring pier, 60 metres 
long, adjoining it for the use of 
craft that can be repaired afloat. 
A tract, 10 acren in area, is set 
apart to permit of the establish: 
ment of the reprising plant,-of n 
base for seaplanes, and of — naval 
constriction yards, 

The carrying out of this work 
of obvious importance, is expect- 
ed to necessitate nn outlay of 300 
million francs, out of the 767 mil- 
lion franes of the lonn just voted 
by the Chamber of Deputies, 

It has been opined in some quar- 
ters that the sponsors, of this 
seheme were men of “oe'r leaping 
ambition” and certain it fa, con- 
sidering the conditions in French 
Equatorial Africa only a short 
time ago that works of such mnag- 
nitude would seem to have been 
devised by engincers afflicted with 
“swelled head.” It is necessary, 
however, to have an eye to the fu- 
ture, to discern the considerable 
amount of traffic the Congo-Ocean 
Railway will give rise to. The nn- 
ture of the goods that will pour 
into Pointe-Noire is highly diver- 
sified: ores of various descrip- 
tions huge quantities of farm pro- 
duets, such na cotton, palm of] and 
palm kernels, castor-oil, ete... 
na well as sundry products 
of the forests: ebony, mahorany, 
“okoume.” ete. It is impossible 
to foretell the vast: amount of 
business that will ensue if—bat 
only if—the great port ‘under con- 
striction ia completed on the full 
projected seale.

FRANCE. AND: WORLD 
~ DEPRESSION. - 


‘IRON AND STEEL FIRMS' 
REPORT. - 


It in well known how unfavour- 
ably the year 1930 affected indus- 
try all over the world, particularly 
during the Inst six.monthe, One 
might have expected, In surveying 
the activities of the French Iron 
and Steel industry, to meet with 
but. few hopeful results. Yet 
though the last twelvemonthe end- 
ed unfavourably in comparison 
with ita carlicr months, it is none 
the leas.a fact that in France the 
evil‘effecta of the world crisis in 
this important branch of heavy 
Industry have been comparatively 
small. ¢ : 


Let it be observed, in tho first 
place. that during the first half- 
year not only did the production 
of plg fron maintain Itselfon tho 
level of 1929, a favournble year, 
but the output of steel progressed 
alightly. The month of May, more 
particularly, was marked by a re- 
cord production—856,000 tons. It 
was during the second half year 
that the output was unfortunately 
smaller and that the advance ac- 
‘hieved jn 1929 was lost, the pro- 
duction falling to 350,000 tons of 
pig iron and 200,000 tons of steel. 

It was therefore in July that the 
general crisis affecting the world 
uctunlly hit the French Iron and 
Steel Industry. Without compar- 
ing this situation with that afford- 
ed-by other countries, let us rapid- 
ly Indicate the figures recorded in 
tho United States for the produc- 
tiott.of fron and stecl. In- March 
1930 the output was 3,246,000 tons 
of pig iron, while In Octobor it 
fell to 2,164,000 tons. 


as compared with 4,300,000 tons in 
March, the output was but 2,720,- 
000 tons in October. > 


Last year, a sort of stabtiantion 
wus already observable in the pro- 
duction of the Iron and Steel trude 
for the year 1929, but at the sume 
time It was indieated that there 
was no fikellhood of any advance. 
in 1930, but rather the prospect of 
a declining output, At the end of 
the yonr, however, an increase of 
a few units was recorded us com- 
pared with the average number of 
blust furnaces in operation, 


- Compiring the figures with 
thoxe of 1929, it is clear the 
decline has been alight. 


And this condition stands out 
the more clearly when we come 
to compare the decline in France 
with that recorded In« other 
countries. Lumping together, for 
instance, the production of the 
United States, Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Belgium and 
Luxembourf, we find that for the 
first ten months of the year 1929, 
the total output of pig fron was 
69,275,000 metric tons, while the 
corresponding output for the first 
ten months of 1930 works out at 
65,811,000 tons only. Similarly

vr overwhelmingly influences, the 
price of silver. I mean the tacl that, 
as 1 shall presently explain, has 
confounded Euclid by domonstrating 
that thinga that are “equal to the 
samo thing aro by na mcans equal 
one to the other—thereby under- 
mining the very foundations of pure 
mathematics and consequently dis- 
proving the Einstein theory—that, 
by the way, originated in China. 
Before we can consider silver 
qua tnels we have necessarily to put 
on record certain ‘theories or con- 
ventions that are by general ngree- 
ment accepted as facts, whether 
they are so or not. Nobody knows 
who propounded these theories. 
Who was it, for instance, who first 


‘|deereed that 98 taels of sycce 935 


fine should cqual 100 tacls of ac- 
count? Was it the man who in- 
vented interest? Nobody knows! 
On what logical basis is the whole 
inexplicable hugger-mugger’ of 
Chinese standards ond values 
founded? Nobody knows!” 

But those who would lightly con- 
demn a currency system because 
nobody knows who founded 
it, and. because only Einstein 
and myself understand it,. may 
well reflect that China stands alone 


Jas the greatest nation of the Allied 
quand enemy states that did not tam- 


per with its tokens, nor palter with 
its principles, during the great 
trinls of the war and the grenter 
trinls of the peace. They may well 
reflect that China never sold the 
tael to serve the hour, and that it 
was to asilver-using China that 
Indin turned to save her gold stan- 
dard from collapse during the dark 
days of 1916. 

There has been no time within 
the memory of man when the tacl 
hos been other than an honest 
token—or as honest a8 could reu- 
sonably be expected. There has 
been no time when a man that pos- 
sessed a tacl of account could not 
exchange it for a tacl of silver. 1 
am not here as a protagonist in the 
gold versus silver controversy, but 
I have grave doubts as to whether 
a system that, in less enlightened 
countries provides credit in ex- 
change for paper, would be. readily 
acceptable in China, whose people, 
numbering one-fifth of the popula- 
tion of the world, have an age-long 
preference for the simple.and more 
or less honest usages of the cash 
shops that call n tael a tael, and do 
nut write it down by fifty per cent. 
and call it a France. : 

Now, having handed this bouquet 
to the tael, let us see how it estab- 
liches itself on a aterling basis, 
having regard to the Sterling price 
of bar silver that, as we have pre- 
supposed, is the truth about. silyer. 
llere let me add that somebody is 
sure to point out that my calcula- 
tions are wrong. I will anticipate 
this objection by frankly admitting 
that they are wrong, but they were 
right the day before yesterday, or 
whenever it was that | made them. 
They ‘will invarlably be wrong 
when they-dre ~checked, but -they 
would invariably be right if they 
were checked at some other time. 


This peculiarity is one of the minor’ 


eccentricitics of the tael that I am 
not taking into account.: 
Values. 

Theoretically, n monetary tacl of 
the conventional fineness of 986 is 
said to cqual in value a Chauping 
weight tael of silver 916-2/3 fine— 
or, to put ft in another way, a 
thousand Chauping weight tacls of 
silver 985 fine are worth 1075% 
monetary taels. The Chauping 
tacl is, based on the Canton tael 
that is taken {to welgh 579.84 
grains, though in fact its weight is 


slightly more. One hundred Can-. 


ton tacls nre taken to equal 102.5

The  dis- 
crepancy js very slight, but 1t la 
not made any slighter by the prac- 
Hee that obtains of using one Ret 
the buyer and. the seller adjust 
of scales and weights for receiving 
and another set for paying. How 
these discrepancies between them. 
selves is one of the unsolved 
mysteries of internal bullion opera. 
tions In China that no foreigner 
enn hope to understand. si

Actual 
acttlements in silver are made by 
transfer of shoes of sycec—calicd 
“shoes” because they are about the 
size of small bricks:and are shaped 
like sampans. . 


Shoes of Sycce. 


We have now got to the stage 
where wo can claim some intimate 
nequaintance with the monetary. 
tacl because wo have established its 
apparent parity with its parent 
aycee, but, tenting in-mind the 
pitfalls that Iie in wait for the un- 
wary in China; wo shall find it in- 
structive to take an actual slice of 
sycce, to work out its valuc in 
monetary taels, and to see whether 
that vaiue conforms with certain 
other theories and conventions that 
govern monetary tacls vis-a-vis 
aycee. We shall, in fact, put old 
Euclid to the test and find out 
whether things that are equal to 
the same thinga are necessarily 
equal one to the other. 

Let us take a shoe of sycte. We 


do not know what its weight Is, nor 
do we know its finencss, because we 
have neither weighed it nor assay- 
ed it, but we have every confidence 
init because it has been ‘passed a8 
good honest tender. by a Kongku. 


A Kongku. is a kind of public valuer 
in Shanghai to whom all shocs of 
sycee are sent by the Mint shops to 


be attested before being put into 
cireulation. He is appointed by 
the mint shops and is thoroughly 
though, like the 
us, he doubtless 
recognises that business is 
business. He tests cach shoe in 
na perfunctory 
stone, but judges it principally by 
“look see,” a method that is pro- 
bably more reliable than the touch- 
stone. He marks in ink on each 
shoe his opinion of its weight and 
fineness. 
_ We find that this shoe has mark- 
ings—that the unsophisticated 
might mistake for a Chinese oatbh— 
that indiente {its weight as fifty 
‘Chauping taely and its fineness os 
2.69 premium. This is the pre- 
mium per shoe, not the premium 
per cent. This particular shoe, as 
it happens to weigh exactly fifty 
Chauping Taels, saves us some 
mental arithmetic, a8 we are able 
to double the premium and say it is 
5.38 per cent premiym over what 
may be termed, standard sycees. 

I have already referred .to tho 
convention that 98.Chauping taols 
of sycee 936 fine ure equal to 100 
monetary taels of necount, and ft 
is..this fineness of 935. that the 
Kongku takes og his standard... If 
therefore we add to the standard 
6.38 per cent we shall find thut this 
shoe is 985.3 fine. ; 


Value In Monetary Taels. 


Now, if we want to ascertain its 
value in monctary taels, we take 
its weight 60, add its premium 2.00, 
multiply by 100 and divide by 98. 
This gives us 63.765, and if 60 
Chouping tacls of sycce 985.3 
fine sre worth 63.766 monctary 
taels, then a simple calculation 
leads us to the conclusion that a 
thousand Chauping tacls 986 fine 
are worth 1074-93 monetary tacls, 
as against the convention that they 
are equal to 1075-25. A very tri- 
fling difference indeed but we find 
these trifling differences at every 
one of the several stages of the 
evolution of bar silver into mone- 
tary tacls.

that bar silver is nbout 995 fino in- 
stead of 998 fine. _ So here we have 
another elight difference. If we 
export syceefor remelting into bar 
ailver, and baso our outturn upon 
the-certified markings of the Kong- 
ku, wo shall find that in-an average 
shipmont of 20.000 shocs there will 
be a still further loss of 2 por eent. 
on fineness and .2 per cent. on 
weight. These little losses, more- 
over, occur when we have announ- 
eed that wo are buying Byceo spec- 


inlly for export, in which caso the }- 


mint shops charge us 1/82 per cent. 
more for what Js termed new 
ayeee—that ia, the renlly real sycee, 
and not the ordinary sycee that is 
only renl aycee. So here we have 
another alight difference. 

The conversion rate of 110.90 
Monetary taels for 100 Canton 
tacls weight of bar silver 998 fine 
in not permanent rate, It Js 
true that, being merely a rate for 
the conversion of onc kind of sil- 
ver into-another, it should be per- 
manent, but it changes with the 
price of charcoal that is extensively 
used In the remelting process. It 
has ‘also been known to change for 
other reasons. I view with grave 
coneern the anniversary of the 
Battle of Salamanca, coinciding 
this year with the Feast of Singing 
Insects, and I shall watch closely the 
affect this has on the converafon 
rate a 
Subject for Prayer. 


Gentlemen, I have said enough 
absut sycee in China to convince 
you, I hope, that it is a subject 
more fit for prayer and fasting 
than for half an hour's considcra- 
tion after tiffin, With oll its pecu- 
Harities it is deservng of respect, 
The Late Mr. Stephen, of the 
Hongkong Bank, told me, about 
seven yenrs ago, that the honesty 
of syece was the safeguard of 
China’s currency.. My own experi- 
ence during fifteen years as a bank 
manager accords entirely with the 
view of the ablest and greatest 
of the managers of our time, If I 
have dwelt lightly on some of the 
minor eccentricities of silver in 
China it Is because they afford 
more scope for a, sketchy address 
at an hour’s notice, than would a 
more serious consideration of the 
essential soundness of China's 
currency. 

If I discussed silver seriously I 
would take you: back to the transi- 
tion stage of Japan from silver to 
vold, to the brenk-up of the Latin 
Union, to the memorable contro- 
versy on bimetallism that, from the 
seventies, had a profound effect on 
the tangled tale of. American cur- 
rency for a quarter of a century. 
There.{3 a fascination In studying 
the views of the unrensoning ad- 
vocates of “cheap and obundant 
money”, a8 there is something in- 
triguing about that protest of 
Willlam --Jennings.Bryan against 
the crucifying of humanity upon & 
cross of gold. Perhaps he lived 
too soon! Who knows? _ 

The history of silver i: reapect 
to the currency of India is related 
in the voluminous reports of the 
many commissiona that have at 
various, times dealt with the sub- 
ject. The appointment of Commis- 
sions to decal with subjects in fact 
is so marked a feature of the 
Government of Indio that, one 
sometime wonders when it governs, 

Here also, in Hongkong, we have 
had our Currency Committee. Its 
report you have never been allow- 
ed to sce, and perhaps the Govern- 
ment has acted wisely In withold- 
ing it from you. Certainly there 
are more entertaining books that 
you might read, though none per- 
haps of greater heart interest. At’ 
any rate that report has been re: 
sponsible for the landing here to- 
day of n* Commission appointed’ 
by the Home Govefnment, and as 
we shill all be affected by its find- 
ings we may gay in all sincerity 
that we welcome its members and 
look forward, with confidence, to 
the auccessful accomplishinent of 
the dificult task they have before 
them. :
